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KARL’S  COMMENTS 

THE  MICHIGAN  OBSOLETE  MONEY  CLASS 


This  issue,  I am  happy  to  share  with  the  Paper  Money 
Collectors  of  Michigan  membership  the  recent  six  hour 
credit  class  for  the  Michigan  State  Numismatic  Society 
held  on  April  7 at  the  Hyatt  Regency  in  Dearborn. 

The  class  came  about  as  a request  from  Joe  LeBlanc  and 
Andy  Parks  in  providing  for  the  MSNS  membership  new 
horizons  in  education.  Like  many  of  us,  I wear  many  hats 
and  one  is  serving  as  the  Educational  Director  of  MSNS.  I jumped  at  the 
chance  to  put  together  the  all  day  seminar.  The  class  started  at  9 A M and 
ran  over  until  5:30  to  answer  many  of  the  questions. 

What  made  this  class  so  important  to  our  PMCM  membership  is  the  depth  of 
the  students  visiting  Michigan  Obsoletes  for  the  first  time.  We  have  found 
some  new  members  to  add  to  our  roster,  we  have  had  elected  officers  of 
MSNS  that  attended,  and  we  had  numismatic  dealers,  all  seeking  a better 
understanding  of  collecting  obsoletes.  We  now  have  new  persons  interested 
in  our  hobby.  We  now  have  new  dealers  interested  in  our  state’s  obsoletes 

THE  CLASS 

Prepping  for  the  class  took  many  hours.  It  cost  one  printer  which  decided  to 
give  up  by  printing  sheets  skewed  to  the  right.  Ink,  ink,  ink  and  more  ink. 
Paper,  paper,  paper  and  more  paper.  Extra  books  were  supplied  including 
Bowens  blue,  black  and  brown,  Haxby’s  4 volumes  and  Wally  Lee’s 
comprehensive  Michigan  note  account.  Additional  books  were  utilized  on 
Michigan’s  great  history,  along  with  government  documents  that  created 
banking  in  Michigan.  In  all,  over  one  hundred  hand  outs  were  furnished 
to  the  adventurous  class  patterned  after  the  classes  which  I used  to  teach  at 
Macomb  College.  The  Macomb  classes  were  designed  for  four  nights  of 
three  hours  each. 

THE  MATERIAL  AND  INFORMATION 

Information  was  provided  on  how  the  banks  were  formed  and  the  difference 
in  a wild  cat  bank  and  banks  that  were  legitimate.  What  was  a circulated  and 
a remainder  note  from  banks  that  never  opened  or  were  closed?  What  is  a 
spurious  note?  What  is  a counterfeit  note?  Who  signed  the  notes,  famous  or 
infamous  persons  from  Michigan’s  past?  What  is  a plate  letter?  What  is  a 
plate  note?  Destroying  notes  versus  proper  conservation.  Rare  notes  and  very 
rare  unique  notes!  Heroes  and  thieving  deadbeats.  How  notes  were  printed. 
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THE  MONEY 


Colored  copies  of  Michigan  obsoletes  were  handed  out  as  well  as  a few 
black  and  whites.  Persons  were  able  to  ask  questions  about  the  notes  in  their 
hands.  I tried  to  match  notes  to  their  geographic  area.  The  money  copies 
can  serve  as  a hands  on  tool  for  future  use.  Also  supplied  was  information 
on  where  to  locate  and  buy  notes;  and  sources  to  purchase  other  books  and 
information  on  Michigan.  Copies  of  unique  notes  and  other  rarities  were 
furnished. 


CLASS  COMMENTS 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  class,  participants  were  asked  to  grade  what  they 
had  experienced  in  Michigan  Obsolete  Money.  Of  the  fourteen  persons  most 
rated  the  class  as  A some  as  A+.  A welcomed  complaint  was:  “not  enough 
time”... the  class  could  have  gone  two  days  of  six  hours.  High  marks  were 
given  for  class  material  and  for  the  instructors  knowledge  about  the  subject. 

I acknowledge  and  appreciate  the  peer  group  of  numismatists  for  their 
support,  comments  and  attendance  and  look  forward  to  future  classes  to 
explain  and  teach  our  hobby  and  business.
